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1 . Applicant's election with traverse of 1MB in the reply filed on March 6, 2008 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the addition of the detecting step 
to claim 59 should overcome the restriction requirement pursuant to an interview 
between the applicant and examiner. This is not found persuasive because upon 
reconsideration, the examiner determined that there was another basis for restriction 
based on combination-subcombination as detailed in the action mailed October 5, 2006, 
namely that the subcombination claim 39 required attraction, whereas the combination 
claim 59 merely required a motive force, which could include repulsion. As now 
amended, claim 39 further requires detection of a predetermined particle, which is not 
required in the combination claim. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

2. Claims 59-73, 76 and 78 are allowed for the reasons of record, the rejection 
under 35 USC 112 having been overcome.
